LOUISA - A Martin County man 
died of injuries suffered in a motorcycle 
accident Sunday night on U.S. 23 in 
Lawrence County.

said. 

The motorcycle continued on sev- 
eral hundred feet before coming to rest.

Lawrence County Coroner Mike 
Wilson pronounced Maynard dead at 
the scene. 

The accident remains under investi- 
gation by Lawrence County sheriff’s 
deputy Dwayne Bowen.

Locals among those apprehended 
in West Virginia drug raid

KERMIT, W.Va. - Eight people, including two 
from Martin County, were arrested on drug-related 
charges April 9 at the K & S Gameroom in Kermit, 
W.Va., following a raid called “Operation Game 
Stop.”

Murder, kidnapping

LOUISA - A Louisa man was 
indicted on murder and kidnapping 
charges last week by the Lawrence 
County Grand Jury. 

The indictment against Aaron 
Uhlmann, 43, was one of 15 true 
bills returned by the grand Jury 
Thursday. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before March 1 1 , Uhlmann alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlawfully 
restrained Jennifer Priddy with the 



intent to accomplish or advance the 
commission of a felony crime to 
inflict bodily injury, and or to terror- 
ize the victim. As a result, Priddy 
subsequently died from serious 
physical injuries suffered during the 
kidnapping, the indictment said. 

Uhlmann also allegedly commit- 
ted the offense of murder when he 
with intent to cause the death of 
Priddy did so cause her death and or 
acting under circumstances mani- 
festing extreme indifference to the 
value of human life, wantonly 
engaged in conduct which created a 
grave risk of death to another person 



and thereby caused the death of 
Priddy. 

Others named in true bills were: 

• Shawn Fitzpatrick, 18, Ronnie 
Brett Shannon, 18, Tammy Evans, 
42, and Jacquilin Smith, all of Loui- 
sa; along with James Z. Howard, 18, 
of Viper, charged with receiving 
stolen property (firearm)/complicity. 

Fitzpatrick, Shannon and Evans 
are also charged with tampering with 
physical evidence. 

Fitzpatrick is also charged with 
first-degree wanton endangerment. 

Evans is also charged with per- 
sistent felony offender and in a sec- 



ond indictment with possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon. 

According to the indictments, on 
or before March 7, Fitzpatrick, 
Shannon, Evans, and Smith, alleg- 
edly acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, were knowingly and 
unlawfully in possession of a Hi- 
Point semi-automatic 9mm caliber 
handgun with a value of $140 stolen 
from John Rowe of Louisa. 

Fitzpatrick, Shannon and Evans 
also allegedly knowingly and unlaw-

Martin County Fiscal Court awards 
bid for new government center

INEZ —The Martin 
County Fiscal Court met in 
special session Friday, adopt- 
ing two resolutions and 
awarding the bid for the con- 
struction company that will 
be working on the new Martin 
County Government Center. 

Based on the recommen- 
dation of project manager 
John Leap, the court rejected 
previous bids that he said 
came in well over the budget 
and to open the new bids. 

Leap recommended that 
the court approve the bid from 
Fredrick & May Construction 
of West Liberty, which he said 
came in $250,000 cheaper 
than previous bids. 

Fredrick & May bid the 
project for $6,290,000. 

District 4 Magistrate John 
Harmon made the motion to 
approve the lowest bidder, 
which was seconded by Dis- 
trict 3 Magistrate Darrell 
Mills, with all in favor. 

The first resolution the 
court approved was to autho- 
rize an amendment of the cur- 
rent memorandum of agree- 
ment between the fiscal court 
and the Department for Local 
Government for the Martin 
County Government Center, 
allowing Judge-Executive 
Kelly Callaham to execute 
any documents that are 
deemed necessary by the 
DLG to facilitate the project. 
The resolution also authorizes 
Callaham to act as the corre- 



spondent for the project, 
which includes the recogni- 
tion of $130,000 in additional 
funding to complete the proj- 
ect. 

Callaham said that the 
new government center would 
be paid for by coal severance 
monies. 

“Everybody keeps calling 
it a new courthouse and ask- 
ing why we need another 
courthouse, but it really isn’t 
a courthouse,” Martin County 
economic development direc- 
tor Christy Brown said. “It 
will be called the Martin 
County Government Center 
and will accommodate the 
local government offices that 
are currently located in the 
old. It is expected to cost 
around $7.5 million. The 
sheriff’s office will connect 
with the booking room and 
they will have two cells to put 
their prisoners in while they 
wait for transport, and Emer- 
gency Management will have 
space so they can store sup- 
plies such as blankets, water, 
bleach or other items and they 
will also have a kitchen area 
where they can cook if they 
need too. It will be better for 
everyone 

Brown said changes will 
be made at the old courthouse 
in another phase of the project 
and that it will be used to 
accommodate family court 
and drug court. 

“They will be tearing 
down the county clerk’s office 
and the old jail,” Brown said. 
“They are also going to put in 



an elevator, probably in the 
area where the sheriff’s office 
is located right now because it 
is a central location. The 
whole structure inside and out 
will be redone and it will look 
great.” 

Leap said that he hopes to 
see the foundation start to go 
in sometime within the next 
two weeks and that the project 
should be completed within 
14 months. 

In a second resolution. 
Court members approved an 
amendment of the current 
memorandum of agreement 
between the fiscal court and 
the DLG for a Sheldon Clark 
High School facilities project, 
approving Callaham to exe- 
cute documents and to act as 
the authorized correspondent 
for the project. 

The scope of work, 
according to the resolution, is 
to address safety concerns at 
various Sheldon Clark High 
School sports fields with 
improvements to including 
fencing around and electrical 
box located at the baseball 
field and fencing and/or hand- 
rails at the football field, 
reducing risk to students and 
the public. 

In other action, court 
members accepted the 2013 
sheriff’s fee budget. 

No action was taken, but 
Callaham informed fiscal 
court members that he had to 
declare an emergency at the 
left fork of Davis Branch 
because they were about to 
lose a couple of houses.

Four-year-olds who turn 4 
by Oct. 1 and whose family 
income is no more than 150 
percent of poverty also qualify 
for preschool. 

All 3- and 4-year old chil- 
dren who meet federal income 
guidelines are eligible for 
enrollment in Head Start. Five- 
year-olds who turn 5 by Oct. 1 
qualify to attend kindergarten. 

Before children can enter 
school for the first time, par- 
ents must present: 

• An official copy of the 



student’s birth certificate. This 
must be the certified copy 
received from Frankfort. The 
billfold size is not acceptable.

Applica- 
tions for an official birth cer- 
tificate can be obtained at the 
health department. 

• A Kentucky Immuniza- 
tion Certificate listing all shots, 
expiration dates and signed by 
a private physician or health 
department official. 

• Medical examinations on 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education-approved form and 
signed by a physician or 
ARNP. 

• An eye exam performed 
by an ophthalmologist or 
optometrist and on the 
approved form. 

• A dental screening by 
dentist, doctor or nurse. 

For preschool only, parents 
must present income verifica- 



tion-proof of income (Check 
Stubs- 2 Months, W2 Forms, 
Income Tax Returns, Food 
Stamp Award Letter, Foster 
Child Forms, etc.) 

Registration forms and 
required school health forms 
are available at the child’s 
school. They will also be dis- 
tributed the day of registration/ 
screening.

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How to fight back 
and save money 
against the cable 
companies

I suspect you’re like me. 
You just want to sit down in 
front of the TV and find 
something interesting to 
watch. Fat chance of that 
these days. Watching your 
favorite shows is getting 
more complicated. It’s also 
getting more expensive. 

What’s wrong with this 
picture? 

For starters, let’s look at 
the current TV landscape. 
We’ve got cable, satellite and 
over-the-air broadcasts. 
We’ve got basic stations and 
premium ones. We’ve got 
online video-streaming gad- 
gets like the Apple TV, the 
Roku box, Google’s Chrome- 
cast and smart TVs, which 
sidestep cable TV. 

If you ditch cable for 
streaming, though, you’ll 
need to choose from the 
iTunes Store, Netflix, Hulu, 
Amazon, YouTube and many 
other streaming services. 
Each has distinctive pros and 
cons but overall inconsistent 
support on the streaming 
hardware. 

(For you technically 
astute, I know that there are 
also the game consoles that 
offer programming, but let’s 
not even go there.) 

If that wasn’t enough, 
Amazon debuted a new box 
dubbed FireTV for movies, 
television shows and games. 
There are also reports of a 
new Android set-top box 
from Google that does the 
same. And not to be left out, 
there are announcements of 
a new slate of high-end 
shows, from Yahoo and 
Microsoft, getting into the 
original video programming 
area.

I suppose I should be 
thankful for all of this vari- 
ety, but I’m really just tearing 
my hair out. 

It’s a free country, and any 
company that wants to get 
into this crazy game can. I 
understand that there are a 
lot of interested parties. On 
the one hand, there are old- 
school operations like the big 
cable companies (who want 
to keep subscribers tied to 
their big monthly fees) and 
the hardware makers (like 
Sony, which makes TVs, 
high-end game boxes and 
also owns movie and TV stu- 
dios). 

On the other are the eco- 
nomic disruptors, like Netf- 
lix or Apple or Amazon, that 
have the desire to bring this 
whole business into the 21st 
century and have the money 
to elbow their way into the 
mix. 

I wish I could tell you 
things are going to get better. 
For now, they are not. None 
of these parties has a vested 
interest in making things 
easier for us, the consumers. 
The digital companies. I’ll 
grant you, probably are a bit 
more idealistic about getting 
us together under one easy- 
to-use roof But they’ve been 
frustrated by the old guard in 
the past and have basically 
just declared war. 

In this analogy, that 
makes me and you the folks 
who duck and cover. 

What to do in the mean- 
time? To start, try to bring 
down those cable bills. 

Call your cable company. 
Tell them, sincerely, your 
cable bills are too high and 
you need to cut some servic- 
es; you might come out with 
a good deal. Or threaten to 
go to satellite or cut the cord 
entirely. 

Next, consider whether 
you actually can live without 
cable. A lot of shows are 
available online. A nice guide 
to some of them can be 
found at http://www.koman- 
do.com/ cool-sites/ 8 1 02/ free- 
streaming- content. 

If you’re a news junkie, a 
little bit of time figuring out 
the browser called Tor will 
let you stream a lot of news 
programming live. Most
